Prospectors Cursed Him. 


Last summer the prospectors wera 
cursing Father Paradis, the famous 
priest-prospector of Northern Ontario, 
“loud_and deep.” Frederick Hous# 
Lake was lowered seven feet, and 
Night Hawk Lake 31-2 feet. Naviga- 
tion was very much in the mud. It 
seems Father Paradis had been util- 
izing his engineering ingenuity to 
drain the swamp land o away with 
the black flies. Incidentally it also 
further exposed the vein of the Ben 
Trovato at. which they were working. 
He dug a little-trench for the water 
to break through an old natural dam 
in the Frederick House River. Ero- 
sion soon widened the channel, and 
a fall of some considerable height: 
was transferred into a gradual cur- 
rent. Water. receded. from Frederick 
House Lake until the trees stood the 
width of a good farm from the waves. 
Canoes could not get. near the land- 
ing ‘places. Gasoline boats bumped 
on the clay bottom of the river. The 
‘Government sent an official up there 
to find out the cause of all the com- 

laints. Father Paradis showed him 
his work with pride, pointed out the 
beauty of his improvements, and con- 
vinced him of what was perfectly 
true, that owing to the work of bea- 
‘vers in the old days the land of all 
that country is insufficiently drained. 
The streams are choked. e land is 
soaking wet. His channel was for 
the general benefit of the whole coun. 
try, and performed without expense 
to the Government. 

The inspector viewed the magni- 
tude of the erosion into the soft mud, 
and allowed himself to be convinced. 
He reported in Father Paradis’ favor.
